DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 02/17/2010 has been entered. Claims 14, 17-23, 
27-31 and 34-36 are pending. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Europe (EP) on 05/06/2003. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the 032352835.8 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 14, 17-23, 27-31 and 34-36 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 14 is allowed because prior art does not fairly teach or suggest an image sensor 
comprising: a log select switch for connecting said amplifier to said photodiode, said log select 
switch comprising a log select transistor including a pair of conducting terminals connected 
between the output of said amplifier and the control terminal of said readout transistor, and 
including a control terminal to receive a log select signal, in combination with the other claimed 
elements. 
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Claims 17-20 are allowed because they depend from claim 14. 

Claim 21 corresponds to the claim 14. Therefore, claim 21 is analyzed and allowed as 
previously discussed with respect to claim 14. 

Claims 22-23 and 27-30 are allowed because they depend from claim 21. 

Claim 31 corresponds to the claim 14. Therefore, claim 31 is analyzed and allowed as 
previously discussed with respect to claim 14. 

Claims 34-36 are allowed because they depend from claim 3 1 .
